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Memorial Hall plan 
wins loan approval 


THE refurbishment of the 
Memorial Hall took “a 
definite step forward” 
when Newmarket Town 
Council confirmed it has 
won approval to apply for 
a £500,000 loan to help 
finance the project. 

And members of the 
Memorial Hall Regeneration 
Committee were told the 
council could apply for a 
further £500,000 loan from the 
Public Works Board. 

The renovation plan was 
costed at £1.3 million two years 
ago but that has now been 
revised downwards to £1.2 
million - £200,000 more than the 
council might potentially secure 
in total Public Works Board 
loans. 

At the committee meeting on 
Tuesday night councillors 
explored options for securing 
the remainder of the funding 
beyond the initial £500,000 loan 
- but the Weekly News was 
excluded from these discussions 
because of “third party 
confidentiality”. 

The council’s original 
refurbishment plans for the High 
Street building were scuppered 
in 2008 when a bid for £500,000 
from the Big Lottery Fund was 
turned down. 

And in February this year 
Forest Heath District Council 
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voted against granting £1 million 
to the town council towards the 
scheme. 

Cllr fonathan Richer, speaking 
as a member of the public at 
Tuesday’s meeting, urged 
committee members to “think 
very carefully” before taking on a 
potential £1 million loan. 

He said: “Forest Heath did not 
want to invest £1 million in this. 
Is this in Newmarket council tax¬ 
payers’ interests? I would urge 
councillors to think before 
putting taxpayers in debt.” 

Plans for the hall, “inherited” 
from the district council in 1999, 
include moving the town 
council’s offices downstairs to 
make them more accessible to 
the public. 

After the meeting, Cllr Bill 
Burch, committee chairman, 
said: “We have just got approval 
to apply for the loan of £500,000. 
This is a definite step forward. 
We know we have got some 
money there. 

“Hopefully we can apply for a 
further £500,000 to complete the 
project.” 

Asked about possible district 
council funding, he said: “The 
last time we approached they 
refused.

Celine’s older 
sister, Cherelle, is in 
Year 11 at the coll¬ 
ege. 

Dr Carin Taylor, 
principal, said Cel¬ 
ine would be 
greatly missed by all 
at the school. 

Dr Taylor said: 
“Staff and students 
at Soham Village 
College are shocked 
and saddened to 
hear the news of 
the death of Celine. 

“We led a min¬ 
ute’s silence in an 
assembly held at 
the school on its 
first day back to

remember Celine, 
who was just about 
to embark upon her 
GCSE courses this 
year. 

“Business studies 
and media studies 
were among her 
choices. Celine’s 
attendance at 
school had always 
been excellent and 
she will be missed 
by all.” 

On social net¬ 
working site 
Facebook, hun¬ 
dreds of friends 
have left comments 
on two sites set up 
in memory of the 
teenager. 

A Cambridge¬ 
shire police spokes¬ 
man confirmed 
that officers had 
been called to the 
family home on the 
Sunday. They 
added: “We are not 
treating this death 
as suspicious and it 
has now been 
passed on to the 
coroner.”

“We are now 
approaching it 
from a different 
direction - we know 
we can apply for a 
£1 million loan.” 

Mayor Cllr fane 
Bailey said: “The 
plans are there, the 
costs are there. 

“If we are going 
to refurbish this 
hall and use it as 
council offices we 
have to secure the 
loans and the 
funding to enable 
us to do that.” 

She said there 
was no other public 
building in 

Newmarket which 


the council could 
use the way it uses 
the Memorial Hall, 
serving its own 
needs and those of 
the public. 

She said its 
refurbishment 
would encourage 
greater public use, 
bringing in further 
revenue. 

The hall was 
originally given to 
the town by Sir 
Ernest Cassel to 
commemorate 
King Edward VII. 

It still bears the 
scars of the Second 
World War bomb¬ 
ing of the High 
Street. 


Worst council cash 
crisis since the war 


A “CRISIS” in public funding 
will create a £113 million 
black hole in Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s finances. 

Staff have been told jobs cannot 
be guaranteed while voters will be 
asked what they want council cash 
to be spent on in years to come. 

Bosses at the council say it is the 
worst cash crisis “since the Second 
World War” and tough choices about 
services will have to be made. 

The crisis stems from the huge 
amount of public debt incurred by 
the Government when it bailed out 
the banks. 

Finance chiefs at the council are 
predicting it will be £113 million 
worse off in five years’ time - that’s a 
cut in spending power of 35 per 
cent. 

And with people living longer and 
the county’s population growing, 
councillors say they are going to 
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have to “completely re-think” the 
way services are delivered. 

Staff were told about the scale of 
the challenge on Monday as bosses 
began looking at how to solve the 
cash crisis. 

Council bosses say they are 
looking for “innovative” and “crea¬ 
tive” solutions but admitted the an¬ 
nouncement was greeted with 
“nervousness” by staff. 

Chief executive Mark Lloyd said 
he told workers: “As much as I wish I 
could guarantee that there will not 
be changes to the size and shape of 
the organisation, I can’t. But 
throughout the process, I will act 
with respect, with fairness and 
equity. You can hold me to account.” 

No decisions have been made and 
council leader Cllr fill Tuck said she 


wants to hear what the public wants 
rather than politicians dictating how 
money should be spent. 

The council, which includes 
transport and social care among its 
responsibilities, plans to work with 
other bodies such as district and city 
councils, the health service and 
police to work out how to deliver 
services more efficiently and reduce 
duplication. 

An initiative called Making 
Cambridgeshire Count is being 
launched to tackle the issue. 

Cllr Tuck said: “If you get a real 
problem, people pull together. It’s 
the voluntary sector we have got to 
be looking at. There is a lot more 
capacity there. They are good at 
what they do and we’ve got to make 
sure we support them. 

“We need a community voice 
here. We are going to do far more in- 
depth consultation. We will be 
getting the community involved.” 


She added: “This is a big 
challenge - it’s massive. When I 
became a councillor it was because I 
wanted to help people, I want to 
change things, to make things better. 
When you get these kind of figures, 
it’s very concerning.” 

Council bosses said the level of 
public debt meant it was the worst 
cash crisis “since the Second World 
War”. 

Finance bosses predicted the 
massive shortfall after looking at 
analysis of the Government’s budget 
and factoring in population 
changes, inflation and existing 
commitments. 

The calculations assume council 
tax would be frozen. If council tax 
rose 2.5 per cent, the council’s 
spending power would still be 
reduced by 29 per cent. 

Public consultation is expected to 
take place in December. 



Ancient burial site commemorated with plaque 


THE site of an Anglo-Saxon 
cemetery thought to contain 
pagan and Christian burials 
has been marked with a 
special plaque. 

The cemetery in Burwell 
dates back to the 7th century. 
Skeletons were first 
discovered at the site in 1884 
when workers were 
excavating a lime quarry. 


Further excavations in the 
late 1920s revealed around 
150 skeletons in shallow 
graves. These were all taken 
into the keeping of Cambridge 
University. 

Burwell History Society 
placed a plaque on the site on 
Sunday as part of a series of 
historical information markers 
around the village. 


They celebrated by showing 
illustrations of what the site 
might have looked like in 
Anglo-Saxon times. 

They also tried Saxon 
pastimes, such as juggling, 
and telling fortunes with 
specially marked stones 
known as Runes. 

Pat Kilbey, who helped 
organise the event, said: “The 


site has been built on and its 
history is in danger of being 
forgotten. The people who 
were buried here are very 
important to Burwell. 

“As far as we know, they 
founded and named our 
village as it is today and it 
may even be the case that 
some families living here now 
are descended from them.”

£1m injection 
for ‘home of 
racing’ project 

PLANS for a new tourist attraction 
in Newmarket costing nearly £11 
million have received a £1 million 
boost. 

The £10.9 million Home of 
Horseracing project was awarded 
a £1 million grant from Suffolk 
County Council after its cabinet 
gave its approval on Tuesday. 

The money will come from the 
council’s major projects reserve, 
subject to agreed conditions. 

The project would provide the 
town with a world-class museum, 
art gallery and study centre, 
celebrating the racing industry, 
development of the thoroughbred 
horse and sporting art in Britain. 

It would based on Palace House 
Stables, the world’s oldest racing 
yard, and provide facilities for 
local schools and the community. 

The project is being driven by 
the Home of Horseracing Trust 
which represents many key ele¬ 
ments of the racing industry, along 
with Forest Heath District Council 
which has spent more than £1 
million to save the buildings, 
which it owns, from deterioration. 

Plans were first mooted in the 
late 1990s and organisers estimate 
it would attract an extra 44,000 
visitors and bring in £1.8 million of 
tourists’ cash each year to the area. 

They say it will turn Newmarket 
into a major tourist destination to 
rank alongside Cambridge. 

The trust said it is “well into the 
process of raising funds”.

Police warning 
after elderly 
fall victim to 
phone conmen 

POLICE are urging residents never 
to give out personal information 
after at least three older people fell 
victim to a telephone scam. 

The three told Suffolk police 
they were called by a man claiming 
to work for BT and had given him 
credit card details on Sunday. 

A woman in her 70s was told she 
had an outstanding phone bill and 
would be cut off if she did not pay 
immediately. 

She gave credit card details but 
then became suspicious and asked 
him to call a relative. The man 
called the relative who was not 
fooled and contacted BT, which 
said it does not contact people in 
this manner. 

The other calls followed a 
similar pattern and in one case 
several withdrawals had been 
made on a card before it was 
cancelled. 

Police are urging residents never 
to give out any personal details, 
particularly password information, 
card details or information that 
could be used to access bank 
accounts. 

Officers said people should get 
the name of the caller and the 
company they claim to work for, 
and then ring that company to 
check the call is genuine. 

Residents should be particularly 
alert when dealing with 
unsolicited calls, either in person 
or on the phone. 


Funding dilemma 
on school futures 


PLANS to axe Suffolk’s 
middle schools are in 
turmoil because of 
uncertainty over Gov¬ 
ernment funding - but 
it seems too late to save 
two affected schools in 
Newmarket. 

The county council is 
unsure it will receive all of the 
£22 million promised for 
plans to move to a primary 
and secondary school system 
by scrapping 40 middle 
schools. 

It could mean education 
chiefs will not proceed with 
the third phase of the 
controversial reorganisation 
unless they receive assur- 
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ances about Government 
cash. 

But Newmarket’s middle 
schools, Scaltback and St 
Felix, were included in the 
second phase of the scheme 
and the council said these 
proposals have been fully 
funded. 

The schools are still set to 
close in 2012 along with two 
in Mildenhall and one in 
Brandon. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
portfolio holder for children, 
schools and young people’s 
services, said: “All the pro¬ 


posals we had in the second 
phase are funded. This makes 
no change at all.” 

The decision to move to a 
two-tier education system 
has been opposed by parents, 
teachers and councillors but 
the county council pushed 
through its plans. 

Funds were promised for 
enlarging primary schools to 
take extra children aged nine 
to 11, and for secondary 
schools to cope with the 
intake of 11 to 13-year-olds. 

Cllr Newman said: “We 
cannot be certain we will 
have the money from 2011 to 
go ahead with the whole of 
the next phase. 

“Therefore, rather than go 


out to consultation with the 
public as we intended this 
autumn, I have taken the 
decision to put on hold most 
of the third phase of the 
project. 

“We have not lost faith in 
our approach to middle 
schools and remain totally 
committed to completing the 
task. 

“Educational achievement 
is still higher for pupils edu¬ 
cated in a two-tier system 
over three-tier.” 

He said that until there was 
more clarity on the future 
financial position, it would be 
“irresponsible” to make 
promises on what happens 
next and when.

“Although it is dis¬ 
appointing that he has 
decided to move on, in 
view of the length of his 
time with the lockey Club 
it is understandable that 
fohn is seeking a new 
challenge. 

“He has kindly agreed 


to stay until mid-October 
and he will work closely 
with us on the plans for 
his replacement.” 

Mr Maxse joined the 
lockey Club in 1993 and 
became head of public 
relations in 1997 before 
being appointed public 
relations director in 2001. 

In 2005 he became 
director of commun¬ 
ications and special 
projects, working on 
behalf of the lockey 
Club’s various comm¬ 
ercial interests, including 
lockey Club Racecourses, 
lockey Club Estates and 
latterly the National Stud. 
He is also a trustee of 
Racing Welfare. 
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Killer mum had 
‘serious Illness’ 


A WOMAN accused of stabbing 
her two teenage daughters to 
death as they slept was in the 
grip of a “serious and neurotic 
illness”, a court has heard. 

Psychiatrist Lyle Hamilton told 
Cambridge Crown Court that 41-year- 
old Rekha Kumari-Baker was in “an 
abnormal mood state” before she 
attacked daughters Davina, 16, and 
fasmine, 13, at her home in Stretham in 
fune 2007. 

He said it was “extremely difficult” to 
pinpoint “diagnostic categories” but told 
jurors “we are in deep water 
psychiatrically”. 

The court has heard that Kumari- 
Baker attacked the two girls after they 
had gone to bed - stabbing Davina 39 
times and fasmine 29 times with two 
kitchen knives. 

She is on trial accused of their murder. 
Kumari-Baker is mounting a diminished 
responsibility defence, with lawyers 
arguing that she was suffering from an 
abnormality of mind which would make 
her guilty of manslaughter but not 
murder. 

Dr Hamilton, who was called to give 
evidence by Kumari-Baker’s legal team, 
told the court: “I think there was an 
abnormal mood state which preceded 
these events. 

“I think we are talking about a serious 
neurotic illness which includes anxiety 
and depression. 

“I think it is extremely difficult to 
pinpoint precise diagnostic categories 
with this woman. 


“I don’t think her mental state could 
have been said to have been normal.” 

Prosecutors have previously suggested 
that Kumari-Baker killed her children to 
“wreak havoc” on her ex-husband David 
Baker. 

The prosecution’s psychiatrist told 
jurors last week that Mrs Kumari-Baker 
was not suffering from mental illness 
when she stabbed her daughters to 
death. 

Dr Neil Hunt, a consultant psychiatrist 
based in Cambridge, assessed Kumari- 
Baker on the day she was arrested to det¬ 
ermine whether she was fit for police 
interview. He said: “I did not think there 
was evidence of any mental illness.” 

The jury heard Kumari-Baker told Dr 
Hunt she was on “autopilot” when she 
attacked. 

Dr Hunt said: “She said ‘this wasn’t 
supposed to happen, I love my girls’.” 

The psychiatrist said he made a num¬ 
ber of checks for signs of mental dis¬ 
order but could find none. 

He said Kumari-Baker was calm and 
occasionally tearful during the examina¬ 
tion and at one point was advised by her 
lawyer to be “cautious”. 

lurors also heard that Kumari-Baker 
told Dr Hamilton that “everything was 
getting on top”. 

He said medical literature showed that 
women had killed children because they 
were “mentally ill” and because they 
were a “retaliatory type”. 

He said Kumari-Baker displayed a 
combination of both categories. 

Dr Hamilton added: “It seems to me 


that what happened here is a com¬ 
bination of these factors. 

“I think she was in an abnormal 
mental state. I think strains in the relat¬ 
ionships with the men - key men - in her 
life gave rise probably to the idea of 
some kind of retaliation against not just 
them as individuals but against men 
generally.” 

He told jurors that he interviewed 
Kumari-Baker in prison in lune 2008. 

He said she told him of the 
problems she was having in the 
months before she attacked Davina 
and Jasmine. 

Dr Hamilton added: “In the early 
part of 2007 she felt that she was 
struggling with her life and her 
problems. 

“She had not been eating properly, 
she could not keep food down. She 
was sleeping erratically, grabbing an 
hour here or there when she could. 

“Otherwise she was just lying there 
feeling blank.” 

Earlier in the trail, the court heard 
Kumari-Baker told Davina “I wish you 
were dead” in front of teachers three 
years before she killed her. 

Kumari-Baker made the remark 
during a meeting with teachers at 
Impington Village College in October 
2004. 

Vice-principal Stephanie Franklin told 
a jury how she had been shocked when 
Kumari-Baker made the comment to her 
daughter, who had been playing truant 
from school. 

She said: “I said to her ‘You do not

mean that - that is a really extreme thing 
to say. You are a mother’. 

“She said ‘I mean it’. She turned to 
Davina and said ‘I wish you were dead’.” 

Ms Franklin said she was very 
concerned about the “variable” 
behaviour of Kumari-Baker. 

The stormy relationship between 
Kumari-Baker and Davina eventually led 
to the sisters living with their father. 

The court also heard from a former 
close friend of Kumari-Baker, who 
cannot be named for legal reasons. 

She told how she received a text 
message from the waitress less than 24 
hours before Jasmine and Davina were 
killed, saying their friendship was over. 

The trial continues.

The woman is unable to 
give a description of the men 
at this time.

Inquiry needed 
on Fen ‘vision’ 

Sir, Giles Hughes, of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, is reported to have 
said: “I must also point out that 
we are looking at these (Reach 
Lode bridge) plans as a specific 
application and not at the 
Wicken Fen Vision as a whole.” 

I have no criticism of Mr 
Hughes but that, actually, is the 
nub of the problem. 

Many people in and close by the 
ancient Fen-edge settlements of 
Wicken, Upware, Burwell, 

Reach, Swaffham Prior, 
Swaffham Bulbeck, Lode and 
Longmeadow, Bottisham, Stow 
cum Quy, Fen Ditton, 
Horningsea and Waterb each, 
have expressed opposition to 
the National Trust’s stupid plans 
to turn thousands of acres of 
fine food-producing Fen land 
into a waterlogged jungle of 
brambles, elder bushes, 
ragwort, stinging nettles and 
thistles. 

But, so far as I am aware, the so- 
called‘Wicken Vision’ which 
the trust’s own website states is 
to cover “around 56 square 
kilometres” (by my on-line 
calculator 13,837 acres) has 
never been the subject of a 
formal planning application or 
a public inquiry as a whole. 
Component parts, yes, but 
never all of it. 

And it’s a scheme that is 
estimated to cost more than 
£100 million! 

We need a formal planning 
application or, better still, a full 
public inquiry, and we need it 
now before the Fens are ruined.

Rapid treatment for stroke patients 


PATIENTS who have suffered 
a stroke will benefit from a 
new treatment for those 
whose problem is caused by a 
blood clot - but they must act 
quickly. 

The West Suffolk Hospital, 
in Bury St Edmunds, is 
offering the rapid clot- 
busting thrombolysis 
treatment. 

Thrombolysis saves lives 
and minimises disability but 


is suitable for around 10 per 
cent of stroke patients, and 
only those whose stroke has 
been caused by a blood clot. 

But for the treatment to be 
effective, it must be given 
usually within three hours of 
the patient first noticing their 
symptoms. 

Dr Anne Nicolson, lead 
consultant for stroke at the 
hospital, said: “The intro¬ 
duction of thrombolysis at 


West Suffolk Hospital is a 
significant step forward. 

“It is essential anyone who 
has suffered a suspected 
stroke calls for an ambulance 
as quickly as possible. 

“If you are the patient, don’t 
drive yourself to the hospital. 
Don’t call your GP either - 
just ring 999 immediately for 
an ambulance. 

“The expression ‘time is 
brain’ is entirely true for every 


type of stroke, so it is 
absolutely essential that we 
assess patients as early as 
possible.” 

The thrombolysis service is 
available between 9am and 
5pm, Monday to Friday 

Outside of these times, the 
ambulance service will assess 
and transfer the patient to the 
nearest 24-hour, seven-day 
thrombolysis centre, if 
appropriate.

Racist man, 60, 
given street ban 


A 60-YEAR-OLD man declared 
himself to be “BNP and proud” 
after subjecting neighbours to 
racist abuse. 

John Chappell told a Cambridge-born 
man with Caribbean origins to “go back 
where he came from”, a court heard. 

The attack occurred in Newmarket 
after the man was asked if he had been 
delivering British National Party (BNP) 
leaflets. 

When neighbours leapt to the 
defence of victim Lewis Wilford-Gittens, 
Chappell began spitting on them and 
threatened to set fire to their homes. 

Chappell, who lives on a houseboat in 
Upware, admitted charges of racially 
aggravated harassment, racially 
aggravated common assault and 
disorderly behaviour when he appeared 
before magistrates at Bury St Edmunds. 

Magistrates made an exclusion order 
banning Chappell from going to

Sassoon Close, in Newmarket, for the 
next six months, or contacting Lewis or 
Robert Wilford-Gittens or Nicola 
Rayner. 

He was also ordered to pay them £75 
each in compensation and made the 
subject of a six-month community 
order and a six-month supervision 
requirement, including that he tackles 
alcohol issues. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, told the 
court Chappell’s partner Derek Birch 
lived at Sassoon Close, Newmarket, and 
in June was found in the front garden of 
the house opposite by Lewis Wilford- 
Gittens. 

Chappell shouted threats to him and 
told him to “go back” to his country. 

Mr Wilford-Gittens said he was born 
in Cambridge, although his father was 


from Trinidad and his mother from 
Cyprus, and asked Chappell if he had 
put BNP leaflets through their door. 

Chappell replied that he was “BNP 
and proud”. 

Robert Wilford-Gittens, Lewis’ father, 
came out and a mother with her nine- 
year-old daughter also witnessed 
Chappell calling both men racist names 
and spitting at Mr Wilford-Gittens 
senior. 

Nicola Rayner, another neighbour, 
said when she challenged Chappell, he 
threatened to kill her dog and set fire to 
her house. 

Lyndon Davies, defending, said his 
client had a background of difficulties 
with neighbours and had suffered 
homophobia. 

Sue Hughes, chairman of the bench, 
said: “This sort of behaviour is entirely 
unacceptable, and we are particularly 
concerned that this was witnessed by a 
nine-year-old girl.”

Walkers of all ages step up for record turnout 


THOUSANDS hit the streets of 
Cambridge in a record-breaking 
turnout for the region’s premier 
charity walk - Bridge the Gap. 

More than 2,500 people took on 
the four-and-a-half mile tour 
around the city and its university 
colleges on Sunday. 

Almost 1,950 walkers had 
signed up for the fundraising 
extravaganza in advance - 
around 260 more people than last 
year. 

And almost 600 more ventured 
down to Jesus Green on the 
morning to join in, surpassing last 
year’s grand total of 2,340. 

Now in its eighth year, 
organisers hoped to smash last 
year’s £42,500 by raising a 


staggering £50,000 for two good 
causes - the Arthur Rank Hospice 
Charity and Press Relief, the 
community fund run by our sister 
paper, the Cambridge News. 

And Lucy Day, fundraiser at 
Arthur Rank, was hopeful that 
with the sheer number of people 
taking part, it would be done. 

She said: “Bridge the Gap is 
Cambridge’s biggest and most 
popular charity walk but this year 
has surpassed all expectations. 

“This is our record year with 
well over 2,500 people taking 
part and it looks like our 
fundraising targets will be well 
and truly smashed. 

“The weather was cloudy but 
spirits were certainly not 


dampened and the atmosphere 
around Cambridge was fantastic. 

“Everyone had smiles on their 
faces, which is what is great 
about Bridge the Gap - people 
having a good time while raising 
staggering amounts of money for 
good causes.” 

Walkers of all ages, from 
toddlers to pensioners, 
transformed the starting point on 
Jesus Green into a sea of colour 
before strolling along by the River 
Cam into the city centre. 

This year, families also got to 
see inside the Pitt Building and 
the Zoology Museum. 

Community samba band Arco 
Iris provided a carnival 
atmosphere on Jesus Green and 


various points along the route and 
the Society of Cambridge Tourist 
Guides had members on hand to 
provide expert help for walkers. 

There was also huge support 
from the Rotary Club of 
Cambridge, dozens of corporate 
teams from across the region and 
0rigin8, who provided picnics for 
those in need of re-fuelling. 

Amanda Scarborough, Press 
Relief administrator, said: “We 
are totally overwhelmed with how 
well things went this year. 

“The money will help a range of 
good causes in the local area, 
especially at a time when money 
is generally tight.

Businessman to 
help fortunes of 
Brazilian villagers 


A BUSINESSMAN is heading 
to Brazil to help rebuild a 
school and raise money for a 
cancer charity. 

Simon Gibson, a director of 
Newmarket-based wealth 
management company 
Atkinson Bolton Consulting, 
will join 31 others on Project 
Brazil. 

They will set off from 
Heathrow airport on Sunday, 
September 27 and hope to 
arrive 23 hours later in the 
small village of Forte, in the 
Chapada dos Veadeiros 
National Park.

“At the same time, all the 
money raised goes to The 
Bobby Moore Fund here in the 
UK, helping to prevent bowel 
cancer.” 

Bobby Moore, England’s 
World Cup winning captain of 
1966 - the year Simon was 
born - died of bowel cancer in 
1993, aged 51. His widow 
Stephanie established The 
Bobby Moore Fund soon after.

Fake will widow 
‘planned to share’

A FORMER top rally 
driver’s widow has been 
given a suspended jail 
sentence after she 
admitted faking his will. 

Patricia Jung-Fall, 59, 
concocted the false will after the 
sudden death of her husband 
Tony, who had been a member of 
the official Mini rally team in the 
1960s. 

The fraud was exposed by 
Richard Fall, one of his sons from 
a previous marriage, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

He was suspicious when his 
stepmother left her home in 
Fordham Road, Newmarket, at 
3am on the morning of 
December 4, 2007 - three days 
after Tony Fall, who was 67, had 
died in Tanzania while helping 
organise the East African Safari 
Classic Rally. 

She drove to his office at 
Newmarket-based Safety Devices 
where Mr Fall was managing 
director and wrote the will - later 
produced by his business partner 
Bevan Braithwaite.

Mr Braithwaite, who was 
terminally ill at the time and died 
in April of last year, later 
admitted he had signed the false 
will to make it appear he had 
witnessed it three months earlier. 


Jung-Fall was sentenced to 23 
weeks in prison suspended for 18 
months. 

She was also ordered to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid 
community work and pay £3,500 
towards the cost of the 
prosecution. 

While Jung-Fall claimed that 
she had planned to share Mr 
Fall’s estate with his two sons and 
had acted only to ensure the 
stability of his business interests, 
the court was told that the will 
she lodged with her solicitors 
named her as the sole 
beneficiary. 

Adam Davis, her barrister, said 
“This will was never designed to 
preclude the boys getting what 
they were entitled to.” 

It had been presented, on the 
advice of Mr Braithwaite, with 
the aim of keeping Mr Fall’s 
business interests stable 
following his sudden death. 

Jung-Fall had considered 
handing over the largest part of 
Mr Fall’s estate to his sons 
Richard and Oliver, said Mr 
Davis, but had decided not to 
discuss the matter with them at 
the time on the advice of her 
solicitor.

association which sub¬ 
sequently disbanded and 
the management revert¬ 
ed to the council. 

The decline of the 
market, held on Tuesdays 
and Saturdays, was 
blamed partly on 
uncertainty over plans to 
build a new shop on part 
of the town’s market 
square to extend the 
Guineas shopping centre. 
But the scheme was put 
on hold because of the 
economic downturn. 


There are still plans to 
give the square a facelift 
as part of proposals to 
restrict traffic in 
Wellington Street, which 
runs down one side of the 
square. But no decisions 
have been made about 
the scheme which could 
cost up to £250,000. 

Earlier this year, traders 
complained when they 
were threatened with 
£100 fines for parking 
their vans on the square. 
But most complied with 
the council ruling and 


now park their vans 
nearby. 

At the time, district 
councillor Susan Honey- 
ford said the market cost 
£20,000 a year to run and 
was subsidised by the 
council tax payer. 

Now, after the district 
council’s community ser¬ 
vices committee dis¬ 
cussed the issue in 
private session, coun¬ 
cillors have voted to put 
the operation of the three 
markets out to tender. 

After the meeting, a 


district council spokes¬ 
woman confirmed that a 
recommendation to put 
the market contract “out 
to tender” had been 
approved “in line with 
the council’s procure¬ 
ment procedures.” 

Earlier this week town 
councillors heard Joanne 
Rogers, recently- 

appointed town centre 
manager, say that the 
location of the market, off 
the High Street, was not 
ideal for helping it to 
prosper.

S HE couldn't 
sleep. She 
didn't eat. She 
was plagued by 
nightmares and had 
panic attacks which 
left her literally 
paralysed with fear. 
For years, Verity 
Holloway was 
trapped in a living 
hell. 

“At their worst, the 
panic attacks made me 
lose all control of my 
body,” explains the 23- 
year-old. “I went limp 
and couldn’t move at all; 
it was genuinely 
frightening. 

“I also had flashbacks. 
The best way I can 
describe it is like having 
a nightmare but, instead 
of being asleep, you’re 
awake. And they’re 
extremely vivid: I could 
hear, see and even smell 
things that weren’t 
actually there ... 

“People looked at me 
and just saw this slightly 
odd and traumatised girl 
who didn’t speak to 
anyone. They didn’t 
know what to do with 
me; I didn’t know what to 
do with myself.” 

Although she didn’t 
know it, Verity was 
suffering from post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD). Triggered by the 
sudden death of her

mother, when Verity was 
just 18, the symptoms 
spiralled over time; by 
the age of 20, PTSD 
totally dominated her 
life. 

“I had no life, no social 
life at all,” she admits. 
“Trying to have a social 
life when you have PTSD 
is like running for a bus 
when you’ve got a 
broken leg: there’s no 
point even trying. 

“I just wish I could go 
back in time and tell 
myself‘It’s all going to be 
okay’. I’m finally able to 
live the kind of life I want 
to, not the life dictated to 
me by some illness. And I 
never, ever thought that 
was going to be 
possible.” 

Sitting in a Cambridge 
cafe, cradling a coffee 
cup in her hands, Verity 
admits she has been 
through some very dark 
times. But, smiling, she 
says those times are - for 
the most part, at least - 
far behind her; she is 
happier and healthier 
now than ever. 

With both a first-class 
literature degree and an 
MA to her name, Verity is 
currently working on her 
debut novel, The 
Missing : already an 
award-winning author, 
she was given an Arts 


Council grant to write it. 
She has a partner, 
Gabriel, whom she 
adores. And she is 
fronting Time to Change, 
a national awareness 
campaign designed to 
destroy the stigma 
surrounding mental ill- 
health. 

“It’s important for 
people to realise that 
mental illness is exactly 
that, an illness,” explains 
Verity. “For a long time I 
didn’t know I had an 
illness; I thought it was 
just life, that’s what life 
was like ... Now I know 
it’s a clinical problem - 
which you can come 
through. Realising that 
made it so much more 
manageable. 

“I also want people to 
realise that mental 
illness can happen to 
anyone. It doesn’t matter 
who you are: it can 
happen to anyone, at 
any time. It’s not 
something to be 
ashamed about.” 

Statistics show that 
one in four people will 
experience mental 
health problems at some 
stage in their lives. Yet 
research shows there is 
still a stigma attached to 
mental illness, described 
by Time to Change as “a 
lingering taboo and one 
of the greatest social 
injustices”. 

Verity says her mental 
health problems date 


back to childhood. With 
her father in the Navy, 
her family moved 
around a lot - which 
meant constantly 
changing schools. Badly 
bullied wherever she 
went, sometimes 
physically, by the age of 
14 Verity says she was a 
mere shadow of herself. 

“Over a period of 
about five years I went 
from being quite a 
vivacious child to being 
completely introverted 
and morose with no self¬ 
esteem whatsoever,” she 
remembers. “It wasn’t 
one group of people who 
bullied me; everyone did 
it. I was just one of those 
people who attracts it, I 
think. I thought it was a 
normal part of life.” 

Although it wasn’t 
diagnosed at the time, 
Verity now believes she 
was battling clinical 
depression. “I was very 
anxious all the time,” she 
explains. “I couldn’t 
sleep - sometimes I 
didn’t sleep for a week - 
but there didn’t seem any 
point in waking up in the 
morning.” 

Verity went to the GP, 
only to be given sleeping 
tablets. And she says her 
teachers were less than 
supportive; a few even 
joined in with the bullies’ 
taunts. But her mum 
was, Verity adds, 
“incredible”: having 
experienced bullying 
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herself, she counselled 
her daughter and gave 
her advice to help her 
cope. 

Verity got a place at 
Anglia Ruskin, 
Cambridge, to do a 
degree in English 
literature and writing. 

Her ambition was always 
to become an author; 
things seemed, at that 
moment, to be looking 
up. 

Then, just days before 
she was due to start uni, 
Verity’s mother died. She 
suffered from a rare 
genetic disorder called 
Marfan’s Syndrome: 
affecting the body’s 
connective tissue, it can 
cause weakness in the 
heart, blood vessels, 
lungs, eyes, bones and 
ligaments. 

An inherited condition, 
Verity too has Marfan’s. It 
is, she explains, very rare 
- only one in 5,000 
people in the UK have 
the syndrome. If 
monitored closely and 
treated properly, people 
with Marfan’s can live 
long and healthy lives. 
But Verity’s mum 
suddenly fell ill; after a 
week’s stay in hospital, 
she returned home and 
died the same night. 

An only child, Verity 
says it was “very 
traumatic, completely 
out of the blue”. From 
that night onwards, she 
began to experience the 
crippling panic attacks 
and terrifying flashbacks 
which eventually led to 
her diagnosis with PTSD. 

“I was in a very deep 
hole of depression at the 
time,” continues Verity. 
“By then I was suffering 
from anorexia though, 
again, at the time I didn’t 
know that’s what it was. I 


was very, very thin, 
emaciated. It was my way 
of coping, I think: I had 
no control over anything 
else in my life, so I took 
control of my body.” 

Verity is more than 6ft 
tall; when her anorexia 
was at its worst, her 
weight plummeted to 
little over eight stone. 

Although she missed 
out on freshers’ week, 
after her mum’s funeral 
Verity decided to take up 
her uni place. Passionate 
about literature, and 
Victorian prose and 
poetry in particular, she 
threw herself into her 
studies. 

Still mired in 
depression, anorexia and 
the symptoms of PTSD, 
Verity says she was “very 
much a loner”. But, 
thanks to the support 
system at Anglia Ruskin, 
she was offered 
counselling - which she 
took. 

“It took her a year and 
me a year for me to say I 
had a problem with 
food,” says Verity, then 
referred to see an eating 
disorders specialist. “I 
explained what had been 
happening to me and 
they said ‘Hang on a 
second, that sounds like 
post-traumatic stress’. 
Suddenly, it all started to 
make sense.” 

An anxiety disorder, 
PTSD is described as a 
severe and ongoing 
reaction to extreme 
psychological trauma; 
although most people 
encounter trauma during 
their lifetimes, only 
about eight per cent 
develop PTSD. 

Prescribed a 
combination of anti¬ 
depressant medication 
and therapy, Verity read 


all she could about the 
disorder. Realising it was 
an illness, not an integral 
part of herself, was, she 
adds, a real turning 
point. 

“There is a stigma 
surrounding anti¬ 
depressants,” Verity 
continues. “But they 
don’t knock you out and 
take everything away: 
they gave me the ability 
to help myself. And 
having someone tell you 
that other people have 
this thing, that you’re not 
alone - that made a real 
difference.” 

Another big turning 
point was, adds Verity, 
meeting Gabriel online. 
The couple live in 
Cambridge and have 
been together for three 
years. 

“I thought I was the 
lowest of the low and he 
taught me that I’m 
someone who’s okay to 
hang around with,” 
smiles Verity. “He started 
to mend my self-esteem. 
And he recognised what 
was the illness and what 
was me; he saw who I 
really was.” 

Verity still takes anti¬ 
depressants and admits 
that she has the odd bad 
day. “I still have hard 
days sometimes, and I 
still miss my mum. But, 
in lots of ways, my life is 
better now than ever.” 

“Back when I was really 
ill, if I’d read about 
someone who’d been 
through the same kind of 
thing - and come out the 
other side - it would have 
helped me enormously,” 
adds Verity. “I want 
people to know that you 
can get through it and 
can come out the other 
side - better than you’ve 
ever been.”

T he scale of the new 
town of 
Northstowe, a 
9,500-home settlement 
to be dropped onto the 
Cambridgeshire 
countryside, shocked 
many county residents 
when the plans 
emerged. 

But Northstowe would be 
dwarfed by some of the 
proposals set out by the East 
of England Regional Assembly 
(EERA), which is asking the 
public for its views on four 
different approaches for 
housing and economic 
growth between 2011 and 
2031. 

The scenarios include one 
that envisions new towns of 
20,000 homes in Hunting¬ 
donshire and possibly the 
Saffron Walden area, and 
another that would bring 
26,400 new homes to 
Cambridge between 2011 and 
2031 - that is 1,320 new 
homes for each of those years.

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Mark Vigor, head of 
strategic planning for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, believes these 
scenarios will create a need 
for extra investment in 
transport, schools and 
community which cannot be 
met. 

He feels the only viable 
option is Scenario 1, close to 
existing targets for growth, 
which plans for 3,610 homes 
across Cambridgeshire each 
year. 

Mr Vigor said: “We have got 
a clear view that we don’t 
think we can take growth at a 
much faster rate than we have 
already committed to. 

“There would need to be 
investment in infrastructure 
(in the other scenarios) and 
we don’t know where that 
would come from. 

“Large new settlements, 
which in our view would not 
be sustainable, would create 


more traffic and travel as 
people commuted down to 
London.” 

Mr Vigor said 

Cambridgeshire already has a 
“good plan” for growth, 
including Northstowe, which 
will cover much of the 
timescale being looked at by 
EERA. 

He added: “The expansion 
of Cambridge that we’ve 
already planned for, which 
requires quite significant 
areas from the greenbelt and 
requires the development of 
Cambridge airport, we don’t 
think will be completed 
probably for at least 13 to 15 
years. 

“We really think we should 
be focused on making sure 
that (the existing plan) works 
before committing ourselves 
to growth beyond that. 

“Local communities are 
concerned about the impact 
of growth.” 

Mr Vigor said 4,000 new 
homes were built in 
Cambridgeshire in 2007/08, 
with that number dropping to 


2,800 in 2008/09 as 
housebuilders felt the 
pressure of the recession. 

The most ambitious EERA 
scenario plans for 4,560 every 
year. 

The public’s views on the 
four scenarios are part of a 
review of the East of England 
Plan. The current plan only 
covers regional planning 
policy to 2021, so the review 
aims to extend that to 2031, 
considering jobs and homes 
targets, locations for new 
development, transport needs 
and targets to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

Cllr Derrick Ashley, 
chairman of the EERA 
regional planning panel, said: 
“We need to plan for new 
homes so that first-time 
buyers, young families and 
others in housing need can 
buy or rent a home at a price 
they can afford. Businesses 
also need the confidence to 


invest in our region. 

“But we also want to 
protect the environment and 
the quality of life for existing 
and future residents of the 
East of England. New 
development must be 
appropriate and supported by 
Government investment.” 

Sian Reid, executive 
councillor for climate change 
and growth on Cambridge 
City Council, said the city 
council is very concerned 
about further expansion, and 
added: “There just isn’t any 
part of the greenbelt around 
Cambridge suitable for 
development. Sites have been 
tested and found wanting 
already. 

“We ought to be focusing 
on delivering the 2006 growth 
agenda agreed especially on 
devising transport solutions 
which will not spoil what is 
best in Cambridge. The 
historic core can’t take yet 


more transport overload. Its 
air quality has worsened in 
the last few years due to the 
number of buses going 
through the city centre. 

“And we need government 
to join up its transport and 
housebuilding departments 
and start funding things 
properly.” 

Cllr Ian Bates, leader of 
Huntingdonshire District 
Council, said it was “extremely 
premature and really just not 
helpful” to be discussing a 
20,000-home new town in the 
area. 

He questioned the need to 
plan to 2031, “bearing in mind 
the current economic 
situation”. 

Cllr Bates said Huntingdon¬ 
shire has already committed 
itself to a growth report 
covering the period up to 
2026, suggesting the extra 
planning is being demanded 
by Government “force”. 


Big Hair gets 
‘em dancing 

THE sounds of the 60s and 
the era of flower power 
were brought to life at a 
concert in Newmarket. 
Tribute act Big Hair 
ensured the dance floor at 
the Memorial Hall was full 
when the trio performed 
hits from the 60s, 70s and 
80s with outfits matching 
each decade. 

The concert is the first 
involving tribute acts which 
the town council has 
organised as it is not 
running the Battle of the 
Bands contest this year. 
And its success means 
more tribute acts could 
soon be appearing in the 
town.

“There was a variety of age 
groups and some residents 
came dressed in 70s gear. 
“Big Hair got everybody up 
dancing. 

“There was a great 
atmosphere and the dance 
floor was never empty.”

Postal workers 
give strike 
good support 

POSTAL workers have supported 
a strike well, according to a trade 
union. 

A 24-hour stoppage by work¬ 
ers at Cambridge’s Henley Road 
delivery office, Ely’s delivery 
office and in Soham, Hadden- 
ham and Isleham, ended at 
midnight on Monday. 

The stoppage was in protest at 
new working conditions being 
introduced by Royal Mail, which 
the Communication Workers 
Union (CWU) says will lead to 
later deliveries for customers. 

Steve Butts, area delivery rep 
for the CWU, said: “Both in 
Cambridge and Ely we’ve been 
well supported. We’ve had only a 
handful in each office going to 
work.” 

The CWU says Royal Mail 
wants to cut 43 jobs in 
Cambridge and 17 in Ely, 
leading to later deliveries. 
Postmen will also be ordered to 
walk at 4mph. 

Asked if there would be 
further stoppages, Mr Butts said: 
“It is hard to say. It will be 
determined at national level. We 
are being balloted for a national 
stoppage now.” 

Royal Mail says it is “getting 
on with modernisation in an en¬ 
tirely fair and reasonable way 
which is completely in line with 
our existing agreement with the 
union on flexible working 
practices”. 
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New additions pour in to beer lovers’ bible 


PUBS that serve a decent pint of ale 
have been recognised in a “beer 
lovers’ bible”. 

The latest edition of the Good Beer 
Guide, from the Campaign for Real 
Ale (Camra), features 14 new entries 
from Cambridgeshire. 

Members of Cambridge and District 
Camra selected the pubs included 
from their area. 

Paul Ainsworth, pubs officer for the 
branch, said: “It was exhaustive 
research throughout the year, 
selflessly taking ourselves into as 
many pubs as we could to give the 
benefit of our findings.” 


The Affleck Arms in Dalham is one 
of the newcomers to the guide. 

Among other Cambridgeshire 
newcomers are the Carlton Arms, 

Elm Tree and Mitre in Cambridge, and 
the Town House in Ely. 

New entries for village pubs include 
the Crown in Linton, the Plough in 
Little Downham, the Chequers in 
Pampisford and the Duke of 
Wellington in Willingham. 

Only pubs serving a “consistently 
high standard of real ale” were 
included. 

The pub trade has hit hard times 
recently, with the recession, the 


smoking ban and cheap supermarket 
booze raising fears the British local 
could be in terminal decline. But Mr 
Ainsworth believes some pubs are 
still thriving - and real ale is the key. 

He said: “Customers are looking for 
something that makes going to a pub 
worthwhile and draft real ale is 
something you can only get in a pub, 
something that gets people off their 
sofas.” 

Mr Ainsworth added: “It is the good 
beer lovers’ bible, really. Many of us 
take it with us wherever we go.” 

The guide features details of more 
than 4,500 pubs nationwide.

Car clamper strikes 
during shop delivery 


A BUSINESSMAN has com¬ 
plained that his car was 
clamped in a shop’s service 
yard - while he was making 
a delivery. 

Tony Winchester had delivered 
greeting cards to The Factory Shop 
at Mildenhall when he returned to 
find a clamper fixing a device to 
the wheel of his Ford Mondeo 
estate. 

Mr Winchester, 61, had to pay a 
£150 fee to release the clamp - plus 
a £7.50 surcharge for using his 
credit card. 

He said: “I’ve been going to the 
shop and parking in the same area

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every fortnight for the past eight 
months. 

“I was only in the shop for about 
half an hour and came out carrying 
a box of greeting cards, so it was 
obvious that I had been making a 
delivery. 

“But the clamper said he had 
started the process and couldn’t do 
anything about it.” 

Mr Winchester, from Ely, said he 
had appealed against the fee to the 
clamping firm, White’s Car Park 
Solutions, based in Southampton, 


but had not received a reply. 

He said he understood others to 
have fallen victim to the “over- 
zealous” clamper had included a 
member of staff at one of the shops 
and a market trader loading his 
vehicle. 

Mr Winchester said he had now 
been told he had to call the shop 
before he was due to make a 
delivery so that staff could meet 
him and issue him with a 
temporary parking permit. 

Although there are new signs 
warning people that they could be 
clamped for unauthorised parking, 
he said the action was going too 
far. 


A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council, said: “We own the 
land, but it’s leased to Panther 
Securities (operators of the 
Mildenhall shopping precinct). 

“The company is legally 
enforcing its own ‘no parking’ 
rules. 

“There are signs which say that 
White’s are working on behalf of 
the landowner. We are asking for 
the signs to be changed because 
the clamping company is working 
on behalf of Panther and is not 
employed by us.” 

She said Mr Winchester needed 
to seek reimbursement from 
White’s for the clamp release fee. 


Paramedics

Nine new student 
paramedics will be

Grogan said: “I am sure 
the new student 
paramedics will provide 
an excellent level of care 
for the people they will 
be called upon to help.”

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Brydon ready to get personal 
with couples in the front row 


R OB Brydon has done 
everything in comedy. He 
has headlined in his own 
numerous, hit TV series (Rob 
Brydon’s Annually Retentive, The 
Keith Barret Show, Marion and 
Geoff, Human Remains, 

Director’s Commentary) and he 
has starred in massively popular 
sitcoms and sketch shows (Gavin 
and Stacey, Little Britain, 
Supernova). 

He has had roles in highly regarded 
comic movies (A Cock and Bull Story, 24- 
Hour Party People) and has recently 
replaced Angus Deayton as the host on 
BBC One’s Would I Lie To You? 

And after the hugely successful first leg 
of his sell-out nationwide tour earlier this 
year, Rob is back on the road. 

He is a rare example of a comedian 
who is as funny off stage as on it. He is a 
dazzling entertainer and an hour spent in 
his presence simply flies by. The air is 
replete with laughter throughout the 
interview. It’s like being treated to a 
command performance for a specially 
invited audience of one. It’s an absolute 
privilege. 

The comic, 43, is thrilled by the 
prospect of going back on tour. 

“I’m really excited about doing it all 
again,” beams Brydon, who has just 
finished filming the third series of James 
Corden and Ruth Jones’ multi-award- 
winning sitcom, Gavin and Stacey. 


“It’s easier to perform as Keith 
because his views are set, and I’m 
not always sure what I think 
about things! But I’ve really 
enjoyed being myself on stage. 

“The live show is just me 
talking. I like that natural 
feeling of me simply 
chatting to the 
audience. I try to 
make the show 
personal and 
conversational. In 
general, I don’t talk too 
much about my family. 

But I wanted to give this 
show a sense of truth 
and authenticity, and I 
was keen to talk 
about the things 
that really matter 
to me. So in the 
show I talk, for 
instance, about 
the birth of my son. 

He arrived nine days 
early and came 
pretty quickly, so it 
had to be an 



Brydon is not just chatting about his 
family. He ranges over a whole array of 
subjects. He contemplates, for example, 
the joy of voiceovers. “I talk about how 
ludicrous it is doing voiceovers for 
products such as Toilet Duck. I also 
discuss how having a very flexible 
voice has been a great help to 
\ me over the years. I can make 
A anything sound good. ‘Hi, I’ve 
got herpes!’ Doesn’t that 
sound great?” 

In the show, Brydon also 
tackles many of the thornier 
problems of the day, such as 
youth crime. 

“I don’t want to sound like a Daily 
'tail editorial,” he laughs, “but I do 
think this is a really important 
issue. I would never advocate 
violence - I’m a very un-violent 
person. I’ve never had a fight 
in my life.” 

Another subject which 
■ydon mines to great 
comic effect in the 
show is his native 
land. 

“I married an 
English girl, so our 
family is half English 
and half Welsh, and 
they have very 
different responses 
to everything,” 
muses the 
comedian, who 
studied at the 
Welsh College 


of Music and Drama. “The Welsh have a 
very emotional side, and we always view 
everything with a great sense of drama.” 

Brydon recently made Rob Brydon’s 
Identity Crisis, a BBC documentary about 
his attitude to Wales. 

“Before producing the documentary, I 
had a niggling sense of disenchantment 
with Wales,” admits the comic. “I’d been 
away a long time and had begun to see 
Wales in a negative light. 

“But spending time there again for the 
documentary made me remember the 
things I love about Wales. I realised what 
a huge part of my life it is. 

“There’s never been a better time to be 
Welsh - there’s Duffy, Gavin and Stacey, 
Torchwood, Doctor Who 

Brydon is at pains to emphasise the 
enormous contribution that Gavin and 
Stacey has made to changing people’s 
perception of Wales. 

“It’s had a huge effect,” he reflects. 
“It’s made Wales much more palatable to 
a very wide audience. 

“In the past, Welsh sitcoms have never 
made it on to the national network. But 
Gavin and Stacey presents a very 
authentic view of Wales. It shows that 
there is much more to the country than 
the lazy stereotype of rugby, sheep, 
Shirley Bassey and choirs.” 

So this is one Welshman who is really 
fired up about touring, and determined to 
put on a blinding show. One word of 
warning, though: If you’re a couple sitting 
near the front of the auditorium, Rob has 
got you in his sights. With a wicked 
chuckle, he cautions that, “like Keith 



Barret, I’m going to be chatting to the 
audience about their relationships. I’ll see 
if I can drive a wedge between them. 

“If couples haven’t split by the end of 
the evening, I won’t have achieved my 
aim!” 

And with that, Rob Brydon lets out 
another long, loud laugh.

Monologues: it’s 
all about gossip!

THE revolutionary play that 
has had women - and men - 
giggling, cringing and crying 
at some of the most upfront 
and honest stories ever heard 
in theatre returns to 
Cambridge later this month. 

Celebrating its 10th anniversary, 
The Vagina Monologues, based on 
writer Eve Ensler’s Vagina 
Interviews, sees the cast and 
audience sharing stories about the 
life of ladies’ ‘down below’ bits, from 
the loss of virginity to the trauma of 
a birth. 

An adventurous and witty piece of 
theatre, The Vagina Monologues has 
been performed by an impressive 
list of celebrity females, including 
Kate Winslet, Whoopi Goldberg, 
Glenn Close, Sophie Dahl, Gillian 
Anderson and hundreds more. The 
Cambridge date had been scheduled 
to include Sally Lindsay and Lesley 
Joseph, but will now feature two 
soap Mandys -Ftollyoaks’ Sarah 
Jayne Dunn and Emmerdale’ s Lisa 
Riley, plus Naomi Paxton. 

“The brilliance of it is you’re in a 
piece two hours long, but you get 
the chance to do maybe five or more 
different characters,” says Lisa. 

“It’s really challenging. It’s been 
done by so many different actresses 
you want to put your own stamp on 
it - and with this play you can take it 
anywhere you want.” 

Having performed the piece 
before, Lisa says it takes you on a 
journey you can reflect on as a 
woman. 

“It’s sort of liberating and you 


really get into it because once you’ve 
heard the speeches, you understand 
the journey it takes you on. 

“You realise women love nothing 
better than talking together. It’s that 
old cliche about Weight Watchers; 
women don’t go to lose weight - 
they go to go to the pub afterwards 
and have a gossip - that’s the truth. 

“All the venues should get packed 
out for the one-night shows, so it’ll 
be great for us. 

“To be in the 10th anniversary 
cast is a real honour; it’s really 
flattering.” 

The Vagina Monologues is for 
everyone, emphasises Lisa, but for 
women, it’s that bit more meaningful: 
“It’s the sense of girls getting 
together to have a natter and try to 
compare if they’ve had the 
experiences we describe in the 


monologues. Have they experienced 
similar stories to ones we’re talking 
about? 

“More often than not women 
leave the theatre knowing they can 
relate to some part of the play and 
it’s lovely they can become 
involved,” she says. 

So it’s revolutionary for women, 
but is it for men? 

“Men come to find out what we 
talk about when they’re not there!” 
Lisa giggles. 

“I’m sure they’re intrigued, 
because I’m always wondering what 
boys talk about at the rugby.”

It is set in 1349, in 
an abbey, and in and 
around the 

neighbouring village at 
the time of the Black 
Death, and audiences 
were treated to shows 
on Thursday until 
Saturday. 

The story tells of 
how a community was 
hit, not only by the 
land-owning abbot’s 
decision to turn over 
the land to sheep, thus 
robbing the village folk 
of their livelihood, but 
also the onset of the 
plague. 

The drama begins 
with the brightness of a 
wedding, but fairly 
soon the scenes 
darken with hunger and 
pestilence. However,

the superb writing of 
this piece brings in 
lightness and some 
humour, and deals with 
the individual lives of 
the people of this 
typical village of the 
time. 

John Mitchell’s 
Father Abbot sets the 
scene with his ruthless 
decision to give over 
the land to sheep, 
caring nothing for fruits 
of the land and the 
work of people. 

Tim McCormick’s, 
Brother Cadmus is the 
human face of the 
abbey, having once 
been a sailor, before 
entering holy orders, 
and his song Only 
Human is the hit of the 
show. 

It is sung as an 
inspired trio, initially 
with Brothers Aidan 
and Dominic (Marc 
Kerr and Steve 
Nicholson), and as the 
finale, leaving the 
audience wondering 
just why we complain 
today about life in the 
21 st century. 

Brother Dominic 
obviously loves Aidan 
with a love that Aidan 
cannot understand as 
his first love is for 
Rebecca Riley (Charlie 


Avison) which is so 
beautifully expressed 
in, If Only, and 
Dominic’s You Must 
Appreciate tells of his 
love for Aidan. 

Charlie Avison takes 
on the role of Rebecca 
splendidly and takes on 
the aggressive John 
(Robin Bailes) in what 
could be a most 
disturbing, Adam’s 
Rib’. There is a most 
moving scene between 
Rebecca and Papa 
Riley (David Dowle) 
with the song When 
She Closed Her Eyes. 

The lighter moments 
are extremely 
sensitively placed in 
the buffoon-like 
character of Brother 
Ambrose (Jamie 
Maguire). 

Hannah Riley, the 
battered wife of John, 
played by Kathy 
Bullock, has a most 


emotional farewell with 
her sister Rebecca, 
before the village has to 
be burned and those, 
free of the plague, leave. 

Throughout the 
unfolding, amazing 
drama, we have the 
spectre-life figure of 
Cornelius, (Kevin La 
Porte), the magician 
and harbinger of death, 
who is a convincing and 
powerful presence on 
stage, accompanied by 
his mimes of Agility, 
Cunning and Grace, 
(Arun Mistry, Liam 
Corbett and Louis 
Williams). These three 
masked characters, play 
such vital roles, not only 
as the mimes, but as 
expert scene shifters 
between scenes. 

With other important 
roles included, the Kings 
Theatre ‘team spirit’ 
fused as always into an 
excellent presentation. 

It was a truly 
emotional experience as 
a member of the 
audience to share this 
production with the 
whole company, which 
was directed by Steve 
Nicholson and produced 
by Kevin La Porte. 

Viaticum, as well as 
being a magnificent 
show, worthy of any 
West End stage, is 
educational, compelling 
and instructive and 
really deserves to be 
seen by a wider 
audience.

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Try your hand at 
growing late crops 


Y ou may still be reaping 
the rewards of all your 
hard work on the 
allotment or vegetable 
patch this year, but don't 
down tools just yet as there 
are winter crops which can 
be planted in autumn to fill 
the gaps. 

Not only will new crops keep the 
soil covered over winter and help 
to suppress weeds, you’11 have a 
bonus crop of quick-maturing 
vegetables before the winter 
closes in - while some are hardy 
enough to keep harvesting 
through until early spring. 

Others will get a head-start on 
spring-sown crops and should 
be ready several weeks early. 
Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled a number of 
veg including onions, peas, 
beans and winter salads to see 
how they would fare planted in 
the autumn. 

The trial, featured in the 
September edition of the 
magazine, found that garlic is a 
crop worth starting in autumn 
unless you’ve got cold, wet soil - 
in which case, wait until 
February. 

Buy or order the bulbs now, but 
wait until November before 
planting them. Split the bulbs 
into individual cloves just before 
planting, about 15cm apart. Ease 
them into the soil, and make 
sure their tops are hidden or the 
birds may take them. 

They should produce plants 
about 15cm tall before winter, 
which will be tough enough to

survive the season, and you 
should be harvesting them by 
luly. The garlic variety ‘Solent 
Wight’ was best in the 
magazine’s last trial. 

You can also plant onions in the 
autumn, spacing the sets 10cm 
apart in rows 30cm apart during 
October or November. These will 
overwinter like the garlic and 
should be dried off and ready to 
harvest in mid-luly, a couple of 
weeks before spring-planted 
onions. Try the varieties 
‘Electric’ and ‘Radar’. 

Peas and broad beans can also 
be sown in October and 
November, provided you choose 
a sunny, sheltered spot. Sow 
broad beans in double rows with 
20cm between plants each way, 
to make it easy to support the 
plants in spring, by running 
string round the outside tied to 
posts at the corners. 

With peas, dig out out a shallow 
trench 3-4cm deep and at least 
15cm wide. 

Scatter seeds roughly 5cm apart 
each way The plants should 
reach 15-20cm tall before they 
stop growing in mid-winter. 

The traditional broad bean 
‘Aquadulce Claudia’ is a safe bet, 


but the small-podded ‘Stereo’ is 
also worth trying. 

If you want salad all winter, go 
for the winter-hardy varieties. 
While you can sow them straight 
into the ground, you may have 
better results sowing them in 
modular trays or small pots 
inside this month to protect 
them from slugs and snails, and 
then plant them out in October 
and November. 

Cover the plants with 
horticultural fleece to stop the 
pigeons feasting on them, and 
provide protection from hard 
frosts. 

In 2008, Which? Gardening 
trialled a variety of winter salads, 
and most of them provided 
pickings of leaves from January 
to April. 

Pick individual leaves or cut 
whole plants as soon as they are 
large enough until they start to 
bolt in spring. 

Reliable varieties of hardy lettuce 
include the cos ‘Winter Density’ 
and the butterhead type ‘Valdor’. 
If you have seed left over from 
spring you may want to have a 
go and see what comes up. 

You may have success if you 
make September sowings of 
carrots, beetroot, radish, turnip 
and kohl rabi, spinach and leaf 
beet. 

Reliable types include the carrot 
‘Early Nantes’, lettuce ‘Little 
Gem’ or ‘Salad Bowl’ and 
beetroot ‘Boltardy’. Success will 
depend on the weather. 

Give the area a good soaking 
several days before you sow, 
especially if the weather’s been 
hot and dry. 

Aim to harvest before the first 
severe frosts, or cover the crops 
with fleece to extend the season.

Better known as lilyturf, this late- 
flowering evergreen looks a bit 
like a giant grape hyacinth, with 
its narrow, strap-shaped 
evergreen leaves and spikes of 
knobbly lilac flowers which 
bloom from September to 
November. 

It makes good ground-cover 
under shrubs or can be used as 
edging in the herbaceous border, 
but it is invasive so watch where 
you plant it and limit its spread 
by lifting and dividing the 
clumps every few years. 

The most common type is L 
muscari, which grows to around 
30cm. 

Most varieties are mauve or 
violet, but you can get the white 
variety‘Monroe White’ and 
another with gold-splashed 
leaves, ‘John Burch’. 

The plants will thrive in sun or 
light shade in any lime-free 
garden soil.

Used car demand ‘massive’ 


Cars priced around £2,650 are doing a roaring trade 


DEMAND for budget- 
priced used motors is 
still massive in Britain, 
and this sector of the 
market could be given 
a huge boost as 
university first-timers 
seek a set of wheels to 
set them on the path to 
a degree. 

British Car Auctions 


says second-hand cars 
priced around the £2,650 
mark are still doing a 
roaring trade, and prices 
in this part-exchange 
bracket have risen for the 
eighth month running. 

Students about to 
depart for UK universities, 
and wanting wheels, could 
give the used market a 
much-needed September 


shove, especially with the 
new 59-registration plate 
bringing an increase in 
trade-in vehicles to car 
dealerships. 

BCA’s latest report also 
shows that overall used- 
car values increased for 
the 10th month running in 
August, taking average 
values across the board to 
£6,223. 

This is a rise of £195 
over fuly’s figures, and 
represents another 3 per 
cent month-on-month 
rise, says BCA, and im¬ 
proves - albeit marginally 
- on the increase recorded 
between fune and luly. 

“Demand continues to 
be strong, despite last 
month covering the 
summer holiday period, 
where values have 
traditionally softened in 


recent years,” comments 
BCA’s communications 
director Tony Gannon. 

“August stock levels also 
remained relatively low, 
and this certainly has had 
an effect when combined 
with the continuing 
demand. The vast majority 
of vehicles being offered at 
auction are now sold first 
time.” 

Meanwhile, some 13.8 
million (41 per cent) 
British motorists say that 
they often struggle to 
remember their car’s MOT 
expiry date, according to a 
survey from Kwik-Fit. Not 
surprisingly then the firm’s 
research shows that one- 
in-four motorists (8.1 
million) have driven a car 
without an MOT.

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Volvo gets radical for Frankfurt Show 


EVERY major motoring 
exhibition has one: the show- 
stopper, the set of wheels that 
wows the watching crowds. 

And with the focus now on 
Germany’s Frankfurt Motor Show, the 
September 17-27 event’s scene-stealer 
could be... a Volvo. 

And not even a new-model Volvo, at 
that. 

Yes, Volvo - solid, reliable, always 
safe - could stand tall among the 
world’s latest motoring marvels with 
its radical new take on the C30 
SportsCoupe. 


It’s an update, yes, but a highly 
important one. 

The once-staid Swedish marque is 
moving slowly, but surely, away from 
all-block, no-shock design towards 
more exotic styling, and the latest 
SportsCoupe is destined to be a major 
part of that evolution. 

The original C30 raised quite a stir 
at its launch three years ago, but some 
media pundits saw it as the yawn, 
rather than the dawn, of a new era for 
the firm. 

This new SportsCoupe will go a 
long way to changing that perception, 
especially with some C30s gaining

impeccable eco-credentials as well as 
a vital new nose job. 

Indeed, Volvo has high hopes for 
the new C30 - the Frankfurt show is 
the launch platform, for it goes into 
production in less than eight weeks, 
in November. 

British buyers will be able to get 
their hands on one very early next 
year, although the volatile sales 
market will probably mean prices will 
stay under wraps until the last 
possible moment. They shouldn’t 
stray too far, though, from the current 
£15,000-£22,000 bracket. 

It’s the C30’s front end that carries 
the full weight of Volvo’s changes - it 
has been redesigned to create a more 
distinctive personality, while bringing 
it into familial line with the firm’s S60 
Concept car and recently-announced 
new C70. 

Engines will see current petrol and 
diesel units continue, with the all- 
important DRIVe, or eco-friendly, 1.6- 
litre diesels earmarked for extra 
promotion. 

Citroen, meanwhile, will be looking 
for a share of the Frankfurt limelight 
with some creative car styling. 

Although it is keeping all details 
under wraps, the firm’s stand will no 
doubt include the DS3 hatchback 
production version. This is due out 
early in 2010, and was first 
announced back in the spring. 

The French car giant will likely 
promote its latest emissions-free 
electric car, too, and one or two other 
makers should wade in with some 
small, but beautiful, battery-powered 
machines.

NEW car sales have risen for 
the second successive month 
as the Government’s “cash for 
bangers” car-scrappage 
continues to boost the motor 
industry. 

A total of 67,006 new cars 
were registered in August 

2009, a 6.0 per cent increase 
on the August 2008 total, the 
Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt added: “This is 
welcome news for the 
UK motor industry. 

“The scrappage 
incentive scheme is 
having a positive impact 
but with consumer and 
business confidence still 
fragile, there remain 
significant risks ahead. 

It is essential that these 
early signs of recovery 
are sustained into 

2010 . ” 

The August figure 
follows a 2.4 per cent 
rise in sales in July 


the period 1999-2008. 

The mini and supermini 
sector again did well last 
month, while private sales 
increased by 50.5 per cent, 
albeit on a weak August 2008. 

The SMMT attributed the rise 
in private sales to the car- 
scrappage scheme which was 
introduced in May and which 
has, first, halted the rate of 
decline in sales and, secondly, 
taken sales into positive 
territory again.

It’s crucial to keep 
your staff motivated 


THE recession is leading to a 
de-skilling of the UK workforce, 
with many people worried they 
have lost up to two years of 
their career development, 
according to a new report. 

A study by international 
development charity VSO of 
more than 1,000 adults showed 
half were affected by pay cuts, 
slashed training budgets and 
stalled promotions. 

One in six of those surveyed 
said they believed they had 
lost between one and two 
years’ development time 


because of the recession and 
many said they were “stagnat¬ 
ing” professionally. 

Almost two out of five work¬ 
ers were questioning their 
vocation as a result of the 
recession, said VSO. 

Judith Brodie, VSO’s UK 
director urged public and pri¬ 
vate sector employers to con¬ 
sider offering staff sabbaticals. 

“Maintaining a skilled and 
motivated workforce is tough 
during the recession. However, 
companies must not neglect 
staff development. 


“Investing in a good work¬ 
force is central to surviving the 
recession and will accelerate 
recovery post-recession. 

“Employers must think 
strategically and look to com¬ 
panies such as VSO for creative, 
cost-effective development 
opportunities. Not only will 
placements challenge, moti¬ 
vate and reinvigorate, their 
skills can make a dent on glob¬ 
al poverty and even save lives.” 

The research was published 
as VSO launched its autumn 
recruitment drive, with the 


charity needing to sign up 330 
volunteers with health, educa¬ 
tion, business, communications 
and advocacy backgrounds. 

Inquiries to VSO have dou¬ 
bled in the last six months, 
although this hasn’t resulted in 
an increase in applications, 
especially from the health and 
education sectors. 

VSO projects run from two- 
week secondments to two-year 
placements and include a 
range of skilled roles including 
nurses and primary teachers.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
